The public quarre) betweer Woscow an Peiping over 
Khrusbchev's hapcling of tne Cubar crisis continued with 
major articles in Pravda anc People’s Daaly on 18 November, 
Boris Popomarey, a secretary of the Soviet party central com- 
mittee, replied to direct Albaniar and indirect Chinese 
charges of Soviet appeasement by asserting that the Albanians 
bad “openly taker a course of dibrupting peaceful coexistence 
and pushing humanity to s thermonuclear car,” Peiping 
charged that the claim thet tne withdrasal of Soviet missileé 
from Cuba hac saved the peace is "pure nonsense.” A People’s 
Daily editorial said “Tito anc his like" bac triec to force 
Cuba to “accept terms shich impair its rights anc Govereignoty 
SC RE to meet the insatiable aggressive demancs of US imperial- 
iéc.”
